How to save' people from 'becoming 


the victims ot fake 'stock promoters is 
apparently• no more'nearly 
solved 


than-It was 10 or-20 or more years 
ago. Certain progress has been made 
in the- direction of hedging the busi- 
ness abont by legal safeguards1 which 
have possibly reduced 'the number of 
the cruder type schemers and. made it 
more difficult to exploit the most 
glaring frauds, bat so far as prevent- 
ing people from losing their money 
little or no headway has been made. 


That this is true is because of the 


predilection moct people have to tak- 
ing a chance, and their unwillingness 
to profit by the experience of those 
who have paid the price of 
being 


caught by fake or wild cat proposi- 
tions. 
* 
; 
This is the inalysis Banker Kendall 


of Pitts burg made in bis address be- 
fore the Klwanls Clnb when discuss- 
ing "Fake Stock Salesmen." 


"People," he said, "have been tak- 


ing chances since time began 
and 


probably will 11 util the end. Taking 
a 'flier' is not confined'-tcn any par- 
ticular class or individuals." 


Knowledge of the fact -that 
the 


gambling Instinct Is inherent in most 
men gives promoters of easy consci- 
ence and glib lines of talk just the 
opportunity they need to ply their 
trade. They may have some tangible 
thing upon which to formulate a very 
attractive proposition, thereby lend- 
ing the aspect ofU-plausibility to their 
claims of large prospective 
profits. 


Without taking the time, or perhaps 
lacking the facilities, for making an 
investigation of the salesman's char- 
acter, antecedents 
and record, or 


making a thorough analysis of his 
proposition, the 
average individual 


yields to the seductions of promised 
dividends or tat* lure of "taking a 
chance." He exchanges his 
good, 


hard-earned cash for 
gaudily 
en- 


graved and worthless stock 
certifi- 


cates and the promoter seeks new 
fields or devises a new scheme-for 
catching more "wickers." 


Realizing these facts and aware of 


the inability of legislators "to legis- 
late brains into a man's head or char- 
acter into his heart," bankers and 
others who are most familiar with 
the extent of stock promoters' opera- 
tions and the iramber and variety of 
their schemes, iand the ease 
with 


which people are Induced to entrust 
their money to strangers, much seri- 
ous thought is being given to the 
subject of affording 
better 
protec- 


tion from the pernicious activities ot 
professional "separators,'' by which 
term promoters of a certain class are 
coming to be known. 


The efforts to place legal restric- 


tions upon stock promotion by the en- 
actment of the so-called "blue-sky" 
laws bave been earnest: and well di- 
rected, but they have fallen short of 
accomplishing all that was hoped. 
Unlike the laws ot Kansas and other 
states, which make provision for a 
thorough examination Into the per- 
sonnel of the exploiters of a stock 
promoting proposition and th«5 sound- 
ness of the proposition Itself, the law 
enacted by the recent session of the 
General Assembly of Pennsylvania, 
and effective August^ i, at best re- 
quires little more than 
a 
formal 


registration of stock : - '»3men and 
provides penalties for figure to com- 
ply with the law. 


Students of the fake stock industry 


contend that this law does not go far 
enough in its provisions although it 
may be helpfnl In placing some re- 
straint on the 'less scrupulous pro- 
moters. It will afford protection to 
legitimate 
and 
sound 
enterprises 


which seek Investors in their securi- 
ties and In that direction It may aid 
in the effort being1 made to Influence 
people to Inform themselves before 
they yield to the persuasions of stock 
salesmen. 


It is altogether too much to expect 


that this or any other law that may 
be enacted w'H automatically prevent 
people'from becoming victims ot dis- 
honest stock salesmen. Persona who 
are inclined to take chances 
with 


these geAtry have a form of protec- 
tion they can themselves apply. That 
is the common sense rule ot consult- 
ing with their banker before making 
any Investment. Taking this precau- 
tion is the best insurance 
against 


loss.
